The long preoccupation with Watergate, in the 
Opinion of columnist Joseph Alsop, finally reduced 
Congress "...to an idiots’ talking shop.” The result is 
that crucial economic problems facing the nation were 
shunted aside. This must now change. 

The most critical of these probiems—the 
disappearance of investment funds to provide capital 
for needed expansion of jobs and indusiries—has led 
io what Mr. Alsop calls “...a near-panic on the long 
term money market. If this goes on and gets worse, we 

> shalf also have a panic on the short term money 
market. And that is the last step before a general bust.” 
He also calls attention to the inability of “...solid and 
profitable utilities companies...to float....". modest 
bond issues. The tailure of Congress to act on a tax bill 
that would provide investment incentives such as more 
understanding treatment of capital gains taxes brings 
to mind an analogy between the drying up of the money 
markets and the failure of iraq’s Mongolian conquerors 
in the 13th Century to keep open life-sustaining 
ifvigation canals. Crops failed and famine became 
general. As noted by Mr. Alsop, “The role of water in an 
irrigation system is almost exactly comparable to the 
role of credit in a modern high technical econemy.... 
There are at feast 50 maior industries, by...well- 

‘informed estimate, that now need to expand 
importantly to serve their markets.” 

A group known as The American Council on 
Capital Gains and Estate Taxation was formed 
sometime ago to support those tax measures which 
would expand the nation’s economic growth and 
enhance employment opportunities.

dust as Neo-orthoduay was a 
compromise between liberalism 
and Fundamentalism, even so, 
Neo-kvangelicalism is a com- 
promise between Neo-ortho- 
doxy and Fundamentalism. Just 
as Neo-orthodoxy tried to re- 
store orthodox Christianity 
without an inerrant, infallible 
Bible, even’ so, Neo-evangel- 
icalism is trying to unite al} 
evangelicals without a clear 
stand upon the inerrant, in- 
fallible Bible. 

The birth of Neo-evangel- 
icalism was December 8, 1957, 
as Dr. Harold Ockenga, the 
first. president of Fuller Theo- 
logical Seminary, gave a de- 
tailed news release of the new 
movement. Most. of the men in 
the central core of the new 
movement were born - again 
Christians. The resulting de- 
velopments which brought un- 
saved men into Neo-evangel- 
icalism, came about because of 
compromise with Neo-orthodox 
individuals. 

Characteristics which have 
stood out during the develop- 
ment of Neo-evangelicalism in- 
clude the following: 

1. Originally Neo-evangel- 
icalism staod for the inerrancy 
and infallibility of the Bible, but 
they called for a re-examination 
of this position. After 17 years 
of such examination, we see 
and hear of a growing number

the inerrancy and infallibility of 
the Bible. They begin to stress 
the importance of concepts over 
words, the person of Christ 
over the word of Christ, and 


the gospel cvor all other 


teachings in the Bible. They .

tial and non-essential truth in 
the Bible. Soon they were 
questioning the truthfulness of 
the “so-called” non-essentials. 
2. Neo-cevangelicalism has 
accepted the reason of the 
liberal over the literal teaching 


of the Bible concerning origins. - 


Tn compromising the Bible with 
reason, they came up with 
Theistic Evolution as the an- 
swer. To justify this, they 
forced an allegorical interpre- 
tation upon a simple presenta- 
tion of truth in Genesis. 

3. The greatest unifying 
force in Neo- evangelicalism to- 
day is the growing movement 
called neo- pentecrstaliaes.

sweeping movement based up- 
on an over emphasis of a 
subjoutive relationship with the 
Holy Spirit is a growing au- 
thority in Neo-evangelicalism. 
The test of fellowship in many 
circles is no longer what you 
believe concerning the Bible, 
but is a religious experience 
you claim to have from the Holy 
Spirit. The groundwork for this 
movement was laid by Neo- 
orthodoxy in this country he- 
tween 1945 and 1960. 

4. The primary thrust of this 
movement is evangelism. There 
is a stress upon mass evan- 
gelism, saturation evangelism 
‘and personal evangelism. There 
are few homes in Grayling or 
the United States which did not 
receive some contact by this 
movement. during the past 
year. They unite as many 
different denominations and 
beliefs as possible to spread 
some kind of a message con- 
cerning Jesus Christ. 

5. The gospel of the Neo- 
evangelical has changed from a 
stress on the death, burial and 
resurrection of Jesus Christ, to 
a new thrust with a social 
gospel inherited from Liberal- 
ism and Neo-orthedoxy. The 
social gospel is not declared asa 
new gospel, but as part of the 
original gospel which the Bible 
Christians of the past left out. 

6. Bible separation has been 
replaced with infiltration. Neo- 
evangelical leaders join hands 
with apostates and other false 
religious leaders in a united 
effort to reach all men with 
their message. 

Neo-evangelicalism compro- 
mised with Liberalism and Neo- 
orthodoxy, therefore it is no 
surprise when reason, religious 

experience and pragmatism are 
substituted for the Bible as 
authority.

TRAVERSE CITY—A newly 
issued regulation of the U.S. 
Departmel.* of Agriculture's 
Food and Nutrition Service 
permits elderly persons to use 
food stamps to purchase meals 
in specified communal dining 
situations as well as through 
nonprofit meal delivery ser- 
vices. 

‘The new regulations, which 
implements amendments to the 
Food Stamp Act contained in 
the Agriculture and Consumer 
Protection Act of 1973 (Public 
Law 93-86), is expected to 
materially improve the diet of 
participanis, as many of the 
elderly when eating by them- 
selves at home fail to prepare a 
nutritionally’ weli - balanced 
meal. 

Communal dining facilities 
for the elderly fall into two 
basic categories: 1) Publie or 
private non-profit establish-

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Land Use Plan 


By Willard Bosserman. 
County Extension Director 
About a year ago | met with 

Donald Pirce and Dr. Dennis 
Tierney from the Michigan 
Department of Natura Re- 
sources. We met at Charles 
Trout’s home to discuss some 
things that might be done to 
protect Higgins Lake. Central 
sewers were foremost on the 
minds of those present. But, 
Pirce and Tierney said good 
land use planning was more 
important to protecting the 
Higgins Lake quality than was 
a sewer at this time. 

I point this out to bring to 
your attention the importance 
of land use planning in pro- 
tecting our lakes and streams. 
This isn’t new to many people 
around here. Gerrish and Lyon 
townships were two of the first 
townships in Roscommon coun- 
try Lu enact zoning tu iraplement 
their land use plan. Grayling 
township enacted zoning to 
implement their land use planin 
1966 and later updated it in 
1968 to include green belt 
zoning to give added protection 
to the AuSable River. 

Crawford County enacted 


gwen 
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ning Protects Water Resources 


their zoning ordinance in 1969 
with green belt zoning to give 
maximum protection to the 
river, 

Gerrish Township is the first 
township in the two county 
area to enact a subdivision. 
control ordinance. This requires 
an impact statement of poten- 
tial developers, indicating their 
plans to control surface runoff 
which may end up in Higgins 
Lake. It provides for lots large 
enough so there will not be the 
congestion at the lake front that 
occurs where there is no plan at 
all. 

It makes provisions for clus 
ter developments so that the 
terrain can be most effectively 
used. The hills are not bull- 
dozed into the Icw areas to 
make a square level subdivi- 
sion. But, it permits homes to 
he built on more level areas. 
‘The low arcas are left to act as 
sedimentation traps. The steep- 
er hills are left undisturbed to 
protect them from eroding. 
Eroding hill-sides can endanger 
the houses built on the slopes. 
The sediments fill in road 
ditches designed to carry storm 
water away in a safe matter

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ENDANGERED SPECIES 


ACT SIGNED INTO LAW 

Governor Milliken recently 
signed into law the Endangered 
Species Act which goes into 
‘effect. on September 1. 

The new law is designed to 
protect endangered or threat- 
ened fish, plant and wildlife 
species in Michigan and com- 
plements existing federal laws 
and international agreements 
designed to protect fish, wild- 
life and plants which are 
endangered or threatened with 
extinction. 

Michigan's new law allows 
the Department of Natural 
Resources to. enter into co- 
operative agreements with the 
U.S. Department of the Interior 
to manage Michigan species on 
the federal endangered list. 

Once a federal agreement is 
signed, federal funds will be- 
come available to help protect 
and manage these species. 

Currently considered endan- 
gered in Michigan, and on the 
federal list, are four species: 
Kirtland’s Warbler, eastern 
timber wolf, blue pike and long- 
jaw cisco. 

The DNR currently has a 
cooperative program with sev- 
eral agencies to create new 
habitat and protect the Kirt- 
land's Warbler. The world 
population of this bird depends 
on successful nesting in jack- 
pines of certain age and density 
in Michigan's lower northern 
peninsula. 

Most of the funds for the 


ment program have coine from 


private contributions, made 
through-the-Michigan-Auduben— 
Socisty. 


The recent reintroduction of 
the eastern timber wolf in the 
western portion of the Upper 
Peninsula is an attempt to 
determine if Michigan still has 
suitable habitat for this species. 

The transplant of five wolves 

from Minnesota was directed 
by Northern Michigan Univer- 
sity with the assistance of the 
DNR's wildlife division and 
Minnesota biologists. In early 
July one of the wolves was 
found dead along a highway, an 
apparent car victim. 
» I have been informed that 
DNR wildlife experts feel that 
both the eastern timber wolf 
and the Kirtland’s Warhler 
management and their chances 
for survival in Michigan will be 
greatly enhanced under the 
new state-federal program. 

An additional list of specific 
Michigan animals which would 
receive protection under the 
threatened category will be 
developed by the DNR and will 
be reviewed every two years. 
Possible inclusions on the list 
would be such species as the 
Canadian Lynx, moose and 
prairie chicken.

Letter to the Editor: 

We, in the area of Oak Park 
at Lake Margrethe, are prub- 
ably subjected to more harrass- 
ment from trail bikes and 
motorcycles than are most 
other communities because we 
are in close proximity to 
Recreational Motors-the source 
of gas and supplies and repairs, 
and to Pine Knoll Campgrounds 
where a lot of these weekenders 
and summer vacationers stay. 
The graded, paved streets in 
and around Oak Park Hills is a 
favorite area to these riders, 
and a further drawing-card. 

Approximately $0% of these 
bikes have no license plates. 
About the sume percentage 
also have no mufflers, as such, 
and when they full-power up 
these grades, the noise is 
tremendous, 

I complained last summer to 
the Sheriff's Department and to 
the Crawford County Prose- 
cutor’s office, with no results. 
Again this summer, 1 com- 
plained to the: Sheriff's office, 
and requested information as to 
the laws affecting these abuses. 
I was informed that (1) motor- 
cycles, trailbikes, ete., are pro- 
hibited from using the streets 
and highways without a license; 
and (2) they must be properly 
equipped with an efficient 
muffler. 

lasked the officer on duty at 
the Sheriff's office, why there 
was no Jaw enforcement on 
these bikes in this area. He 
stated they did occasionally 
patrolled the area, but “were 
never able to catch them.” Now 
I have spent probably % 
of my daytight time on my front 
porch this summer, and I have 
yet to see just one police 
cruiser go by. Further, I point 
out that, on any weekend, one 
has only to sit and wait on Oak 
Street, and there will be one or 
inore of these bikes going by on 
the average of every 15 or 20 
minutes, all weekend, and 
about every half hour or so, 
during the week, all summer 
long. From the above obser- 
vations, it is my opinion that 
there is no law enforcement, 
and no effort to enforce the 
regulations on such vebicles. It 
has to be that, or else we must 
take the officer's word for it - 
law officers of the Crawford 
County Sheriff's Dept., are 
unable to enforce the laws we 
have on the books.
